I  have  audited  the  accompanying  combined  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Greenland  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1990,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  My 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial 
statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit 
includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the 
amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and 
significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating 
the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  I  believe  that  my 
audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  my  opinion. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  presented  in  the 
financial  report. 

As  discussed  in  Note  5,  audit  procedures  have  identified  that  the 
town  is  in  a  significant  deficit  position.  This  event,  when 
considered  in  the  aggregate,  and  in  assessing  the  town's  ability 
to  continue  to  meet  its  obligations  and  function  as  a  going 
concern,  was  not  deemed  to  be  a  factor  that  would  impair  its 
ability  to  discharge  its  obligations  due  to  the  town's  ability  to 
raise  funds  via  taxation. 
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In  my  opinion,  the  combined  financial  stacements  referred  co  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Greenland  at 
December  31,  1990,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the 
changes  in  financial  position  of  its  proprietary  fund  types  and 
similar  Trust  Funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Also,  in  my  opinion, 
the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  individual 
funds  of  the  Town  of  Greenland  at  December  31,  1990,  their  results 
of  operations,  and  the  changes  in  financial  position  of  individual 
proprietary  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

1.   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity  of 
determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification  of 
accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises.  Rather  than 
establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all 
financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of 
funds,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with  self-balancing 
accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  balance,  revenues,  and 
expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers.  Government  resources  are 
allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  individual  funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  to  be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are 
controlled.  The  various  funds  are  grouped,  in  the  financial  statements  in 
this  report,  as  follows: 

Governmental  Funds 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those  required 
to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the 
proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assessments, 
expendable  trusts,  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted  to 
expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

Trust  &  Agency  Funds  -  Trust  &  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  other 
governmental  units.  These  include  Expendable  Trusts,  Non-expendable  Trusts, 
and  Agency  Funds.  Non-expendable  Trusts  are  accounted  for  in  essentially  the 
same  manner  as  proprietary  funds,  while  Expendable  Trusts  are  accounted  for 
similar  to  governmental  funds.  Agency  Funds  are  custodial  in  nature  (assets 
equal  liabilities)  and  do  not  involve  measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  refers  to  when  revenues  and  expenditures  or  expenses 
are  recognized  in  the  accounts  and  reported  in  the  financial  statements. 
Basis  of  accounting  relates  to  the  timing  of  the  measurements  made,  regardless 
of  the  measurement  focus  applied.

Basis  of  Accounting  (Cont'd) 

All  governmental  funds  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted  for 
using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Their  revenues  are 
recognized  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  as  net  current 
assets.  Taxpayer-assessed  income,  gross  receipts,  and  sales  taxes  are 
considered  "measurable"  when  in  the  hands  of  intermediary  collecting 
governments  and  are  recognized  as  revenue  at  that  time.  Anticipated 
refunds  of  such  taxes  are  recorded  as  liabilities  and  reductions  of 
revenue  when  they  are  measurable  and  their  validity  seems  certain. 

Expenditures  are  generally  recognized  under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting  when  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred. 
Exceptions  to  this  general  rule  include:  (1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacation, 
sick  pay,  and  other  employee  amounts  which  are  not  accrued;  and  (2) 
principal  and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is  recognized  when 
due. 

All  proprietary  funds  and  Non-expendable  Trust  and  Pension  Trust 
Funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Their 
revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earned  and  their  expenses  are 
recognized  when  they  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and 
accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  is  not  presented  in  the  financial 
statements. 


GENERAL  LONG-TERM  DEBT 

General  governmental  liabilities  for  the  retirement  of  long-term  debt 
are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group  of  Accounts. 
Amounts  due  in  future  periods  are  provided  by  appropriation  and  become 
part  of  the  funds  raised  through  taxes.  The  Town's  obligations  at 
December  31,  1989,  consisted  of:

3.  TOTAL  COLUMNS  ON  COMBINED  STATEMENTS  -  OVERVIEW 

Total  columns  on  the  Combined  Statements  -  Overview  are  captioned 
"Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to 
facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present 
financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial 
position  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Neither  is  such  data  comparable  to  a  consolidation. 
Interfund  eliminations  have  not  been  made  in  the  aggregation  of  this 
data. 

4.  CONTINGENCIES 

Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire  (PSC)  has  protested  the 
method  by  which  it  was  assessed  for  property  tax  purposes.  PSC 
believes  its  assessment  should  be  its  net  book  value.  The  Town, 
however,  assesses  it  as  approximate  market  value  (the  same  method  as 
the  rest  of  the  Town). 

PSC  has  protested  its  assessments  since  1973.  The  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court  (Docket  No.  7535)  has  denied  such  protests  through 
1977.  The  Board  of  Taxation  has  also  denied  abatement  for  the  years 
through  1980.  A  settlement  of  $6,200,  plus  interest,  has  been 
reached  for  the  years  1981  and  1982  and  was  paid  in  1990. 
Settlements  for  1983  and  1984  are  being  negotiated. 


DEFICIT  POSITION 

As  noted  in  1989,  the  Town  is  in  a  deficit  position.  The  deficit 
of  1989  which  amounted  to  5240,000  has  been  reduced  during  1990  to 
$200,000,  which  is  $65,000  more  than  was  budgeted  (1990  Budget 
called  for  the  deficit  to  be  reduced  to  $135,000).

One  of  the  goals  the  Weeks  Library  adopted 
for  this  decade  is  to  become  an  integral  part 
of  the  life  of  the  community.  To  implement 
that  goal  we  circulate  two  newsletters  a  year 
to  every  home  and  business  in  town  to  let  you 
know  what  we're  doing.  We  try  to  be  as 
responsible  as  possible  to  reguests  for 
materials  by  borrowing  from  neighboring 
libraries  or  by  purchasing  items  for  our 
collection.  We  sponsor  an  adult 
reading/discussion  series  annually,  we 
provide  two  story  hours  a  week  for 
preschoolers,  plus  seasonal  craft  programs 
and  field  trips  to  the  library  for  students. 
Our  summer  reading  and  recreation  program 
offers  eight  weeks  of  activities  and 
encouragement  in  reading  books  on  a 
particular  theme.  The  1991  program  was  "Some 
Enchanted  Reading" .  Using  the  talents  of 
local  people  we  offered  weekly  programs  that 
included  a  cookie  contest,  a  performance  by 
the  Little  Red  Wagon  from  UNH,  a  workshop  in 
creating  a  family  crest  with  art  teacher 
Sandra  Stowe,  and  a  visit  from  the  Granite 
State  Dairy  Assn.  and  Cynthia  Smith's  cow  to 
celebrate  National  Dairy  Month.  The  total 
audience  participation  was  over  200  children 
and  they  read  over  1,500  books  during  July 
and  August.  A  number  of  local  businesses  and 
organizations  helped  fund  our  summer 
programming;  Friends  of  the  Library,  GFWC 
Junior  Women,  Chi  Rho,  Suds  'N  Soda,  and 
Video  2000.  Their  support  provided  new  books. 
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prizes,  and  craft  supplies. 

One  area  in  which  we  can  track  our  growth  is 
circulation.  Over  the  past  four  years 
circulation  has  grown  by  34%.  The  growth  in 
1991  was  8.4%  over  the  year  before.  The 
greatest  increase  has  been  in  our  service  to 
children.  Twice  in  1991  the  circulation  of 
materials  from  the  children's  room  topped 
1000  items  in  a  single  month. 

We  have  received  support  from  the  community 
in  donations  to  the  library.  Central  School 
provided  two  Commodore  64  computers  plus  some 
software  for  youngsters  to  use  after  school. 
The  GFWC  Junior  Women  donated  two  computer 
tables  plus  books  to  honor  the  births  of 
members'  children  and  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  purchased  two  additional  book  bins  to 
hour  our  growing  picture  book  collection.  We 
also  received  a  donation  of  adult  mystery 
novels  that  expanded  that  collection  plus 
other  donations  of  magazines  and  books. 

We  hope  the  support  we  have  received  and  the 
service  we  provide  continues  to  expand  during 
the  coming  year.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New 
Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  as  well  as 
local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in 
the  number  of  fires.  Our  three  major  causes 
of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children 
and  smoking  materials.  450  wildland  fires  in 
New  Hampshire  burned  approximately  150  acres 
for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is 
responsible  for  extinguishing  these  fires. 
Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a 
tribute  to  early  detection  by  citizens,  our 
fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  guick 
response  of  our  trained  local  fire 
departments . 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  that  are 
responsible  for  detecting  suppression  action 
on  wildland  fires,  working  with  other  fire 
department  members  under  the  direction  of  the 
NH  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all 
fire  department  members  are  properly  trained 
and  eguipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires. 
Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens 
receive  specialized  training  each  year, 
presented  by  the  NH  Forest  Fire  Service,  to 
keep  their  skill  level  and  knowledge  of 
forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens 
are  also  responsible  for  issuing  burning 
permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be 
done  in  their  community.  In  New  Hampshire, 
any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground  is 
completely  covered  with  snow,  reguires  a 
written  fire  permit  prior  to  lighting  the 
fire.  Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is 
recommended  that  you  contact  your  local   fire 
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department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and 
to  save  your  community  the  cost  of  sending 
fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm.  Any  person 
violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Introduction 

At  the  March  1991  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  of 
Greenland  approved  a  warrant  article  to  form  an  advisory 
committee,  The  Waste  Disposal  Study  Committee,  to  explore 
the  feasibility  of  Town  recycling.  Members  of  the  committee 
are  Richard  Rugg,  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  Adele 
Wick,  Secretary,  representing  the  Conservation  Commission; 
Warren  Brown,  representing  the  Budget  Committee;  Richard 
Carlin,  Chairman,  at  large  representative  selected  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen;  and  David  Bellantone,  at  large  representative 
selected  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Background 

Since  1980,  the  Town  of  Greenland  has  efficiently 
disposed  of  its  solid  waste  through  membership  in  the  Lamprey 
Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative.  Solid  waste  from  fourteen 
southeastern  New  Hampshire  communities  is  burned  at  the 
Cooperative's  incinerator  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.  The  heat  generated  by  this  process  creates 
steam  for  various  uses  by  the  school.  The  steam  produced  by 
the  incinerator  currently  displaces  approximately  870,000 
gallons  of  heating  oil  per  year  for  the  University.  Ash  from  the 
incinerator  is  mixed  with  sludge  from  the  City  of 
Somersworth's  sewage  treatment  plant  and  landfilled  at  the 
Lamprey  Cooperative's  secure  ash  sludge  landfill  in 
Somersworth.  Currently,  communities  in  the  Cooperative  are 
charged  $57  for  each  ton  of  trash  sent  to  the  incinerator.  This 
tipping  fee  is  set  each  year  to  cover  the  operating  expenses  of 
the  incinerator  and  the  secure  landfill. 

The  University  Administration  has  recommended  to 
the  Trustees  that  it  not  renew  its  agreement  with  the  Lamprey 
Cooperative  to  continue  the  use  of  the  incinerator  after  the 
current  agreement  expires  in  1996.  The  Cooperative's  Board 
of  Directors  is  currently  exploring  alternatives  for  future  waste 
disposal.  At  the  1992  Town  Meeting,  Greenland  voters  will 
decide  whether  the  Town  should  continue  processing  its  solid 
waste  through  the  Cooperative  until  the  expiration  of  the 
agreement  with  the  University  in  1996.  In  1993,  voters  will 
decide  whether  the  Town  should  participate  in  the  Lamprey

Cooperative's  proposed  waste  disposal  plan  for  the  years  after 
1996. 

Discussion 

The  committee  spent  a  significant  amount  of  time 
gathering  information  on  recycling  and  solid  waste  disposal. 
We  toured  the  Lamprey  Cooperative's  incinerator  at  UNH  and 
its  secure  ash  sludge  landfill  in  Somersworth  to  become 
familiar  with  how  our  solid  waste  is  currently  handled.  We 
sent  a  representative,  David  Bellantone,  to  the  New  England 
Resource  Recovery  Conference  and  Exposition  in  Springfield, 
MA  to  learn  about  the  latest  techniques  in  recycling  and  to 
interact  with  representatives  from  other  recycling  communities. 
We  toured  Waste  Management  Inc.'s  Material  Recovery 
Facility  (MRP)  in  Rochester  where  they  process  recyclable 
material  before  sending  it  to  market.  Existing  recycling 
programs  in  Portsmouth,  Rye,  Newington,  Stratham,  Eliot, 
Kittery,  and  Kensington  were  investigated  to  determine  how 
our  neighboring  communities  were  dealing  with  this  issue. 
Representatives  from  five  recycling  contractors  and  one  from 
the  New  Hampshire  Resource  Recovery  Association  made 
presentations  at  our  bi-monthly  committee  meetings  on 
proposed  recycling  programs  for  Greenland. 

The  committee  also  developed  a  questionnaire  on 
recycling,  the  results  of  which  are  provided  as  Attachment  (1). 
The  questionnaire  was  used  to  survey  Greenland  residents 
during  Summerfest  and  through  a  random  mailing  to 
approximately  twenty  percent  of  the  households  in  Town.  Of 
the  one  hundred  seven  responses  received,  ninety-one  percent 
indicated  they  would  voluntarily  participate  in  a  recycling 
program  implemented  in  Greenland.  Forty  percent  of  those 
responding  already  recycle  in  some  form  or  another  ~  most 
commonly  through  saving  aluminum  cans  for  the  Cub  Scouts 
and,  where  allowed,  through  participating  in  recycling 
programs  in  neighboring  communities.  Sixty-five  percent 
indicated  they  would  support  a  Town  recycling  program  in 
which  the  net  cost  to  process  the  recyclables  exceeded  the 
disposal  cost  of  nonrecyclable  trash. 

Recognizing  that  there  are  many  facets  to  the  disposal 
of  solid  waste  in  Greenland,  the  committee  has  for  this  study 
focused  its  attention  on  the  feasibility  of  recycling  household 
material  which  is  currently  sent  to  the  Lamprey  facility. 
Recyclable  material  generated  by  Town  businesses  and 
additional  solid  waste  management  issues  such  as  the  disposal 
of  yard  waste,  hazardous  waste,  scrap  metal,  etc.  have  not 
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been  specifically  addressed  for  this  report.  These  issues 
should  be  analyzed  as  a  natural  progression  of  the  efforts 
started  by  this  committee.  Such  a  total  solid  waste  management 
study  would  help  form  the  basis  for  determining  plans  for 
future  disposal  of  Town  waste  after  the  closing  of  the  Lamprey 
incinerator. 

The  materials  most  commonly  recycled  today  are 
aluminum  and  steel  cans;  clear,  green,  and  brown  glass;  HDPE 
(milk  jugs)  and  PETE  (soda  bottles)  plastic;  and  newspaper  and 
corrugated  cardboard.  Page  1  of  Attachment  (2)  identities  the 
sources  of  Town  solid  waste  in  1990  sent  to  the  Lamprey 
facility  for  disposal  and  the  respective  tonnage  from  each  of 
these  sources.  It  also  estimates  the  annual  amount  of 
recyclables  in  Greenland's  waste  stream  based  on  industry 
standards.  The  marketability  of  these  items  varies  greatly. 
Aluminum  cans  are  the  the  most  profitable  and  sought  after 
recyclable.  On  the  other  hand,  because  there  are  too  few 
processing  plants  in  place  to  handle  the  increasing  supply  of 
newspaper,  a  tipping  fee  must  be  paid  to  recycling  contractors 
to  handle  it. 

Based  on  the  information  gathered  by  the  committee, 
the  following  recycling  alternatives  are  available  to  the  Town: 

•  Do  Nothing  -  This  option  continues  the  current  system  of 
sending  all  household  solid  waste  to  the  Lamprey 
incinerator.  There  would  be  no  changes  or  additional  costs 
for  Town  residents  and  all  burnable  solid  waste  would 
continue  to  be  converted  to  useable  steam  at  UNH  until 
1994.  However,  valuable  recyclable  material  such  as 
aluminum  and  steel  cans,  glass,  and  plastics,  which  are  not 
of  great  value  when  burned,  are  not  recovered  and  reused. 
Virgin  material  would  continue  to  be  processed  at  greater 
expense  to  replace  the  unrecovered  recyclables. 

•  Curbside  Pick-up  Program  -  This  option  would  be 
similar  to  current  curbside  programs  in  place  in  Exeter  and 
Portsmouth.  A  recycling  company  picks  up  recyclable 
material  placed  at  the  side  of  the  road  by  each  household 
once  per  week  and  hauls  the  recyclables  away  to  be 
processed.  This  is  the  easiest  recycling  alternative  for 
participants  and  also  promotes  the  highest  participation 
levels.  However,  in  rural  communities  like  Greenland,  the 
cost  to  the  town  for  this  type  of  program  is  high.  Estimates 
for  a  curbside  pick-up  program  in  Greenland  range  from 
$47,000  to  $60,000  per  year.    This  type  of  program  also 
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conflicts  with  the  Town's  desire,  expressed  at  the  1989 
Town  Meeting,  to  forego  curbside  trash  pick-up  and 
continue  bringing  rubbish  to  the  transfer  station. 

Drop-Off  Program  -  This  option  allows  participants  to 
bring  their  recyclables  to  a  central  drop-off  site  in  Town 
either  once  or  twice  per  month  and  the  material  is  then  taken 
away,  unprocessed,  by  a  recycling  company.  Three  types 
of  drop-off  programs  are  available.  A  drop-off  program 
such  as  Stratham's  has  roll-off  containers  permanently 
located  at  the  site.  When  a  container  is  full,  the  contractor 
replaces  it  with  an  empty  one.  Supervision  on  the  drop-off 
day  is  provided  by  town  volunteers. 

A  manned  mobile  drop-off  program  such  as 
Newington's  brings  the  contractor's  collection  vehicle  to  the 
site  for  the  day  and  all  collected  material  is  hauled  away  at 
the  end  of  that  day.  Supervision  is  provided  by  the 
contractor's  driver. 

A  third  variation  is  an  unmanned  mobile  drop-off 
program  whereby  roll-off  containers  are  dropped  off  the  day 
prior  to  the  collection  and  subsequently  taken  away  by  the 
contractor  a  day  or  two  after.  Supervision  of  this  drop-off 
is  also  provided  by  town  volunteers. 

While  industry  experience  shows  that  drop-off 
programs  do  not  generate  as  high  a  participation  rate  as 
curbside  programs,  their  cost  is  significantly  lower. 
Estimates  for  drop-off  programs  in  Greenland  by  various 
contractors  range  from  approximately  $10,000  to  $24,000 
per  year  (based  on  a  participation  rate  of  60%). 

Permanent  Town  Processing  Facility  -  This  option, 
which  is  similar  to  programs  in  Rye  and  Eliot,  requires 
capital  investments  for  a  building  and  for  processing  and 
handling  equipment.  Unlike  curbside  and  drop-off 
programs,  recyclables  in  this  alternative  are  processed  as 
much  as  possible  and  stored  until  a  large,  marketable 
quantity  is  accumulated.  Processing  involves  crushing  cans 
and  glass  and  baling  newspaper,  cardboard,  and  plastics. 
Once  a  marketable  quantity  of  a  recyclable  is  obtained,  the 
load  is  hauled  away  under  contracts  established  by  either  the 
New  Hampshire  Resource  Recovery  Association  or  by  the 
individual  community  with  a  buyer.  Any  revenues  realized 
by  the  sale  of  the  material  are  returned  to  the  municipality  to 
offset  their  expenses.  The  capital  expenditure  to  establish 
this  type  of  program  in  Greenland  is  estimated  to  be 
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$57,000,  with  annual  operating  expenses  of  approximately 
$7400.  Although  expensive  initially,  these  costs  amortized 
over  ten  years  or  more  make  this  tyj>e  of  program  the  least 
expensive  as  a  long-term  alternative.  However,  a  permanent 
town  processing  facility  is  better  suited  for  larger  towns 
with  established  public  works  departments  that  have  trained 
personnel  to  run  the  equipment  and  manage  the  program. 

The  town  of  Kensington  has  a  smaller,  less  involved 
variation  of  this  alternative  which  also  requires  a  capital 
investment.  For  approximately  $1000  the  town  has 
purchased  a  used  Coke  truck  in  which  they  collect  dropped 
off  recyclables.  Once  a  full  load  is  reached,  the  truck  is 
driven  by  a  town  volunteer  to  a  recyclables  buyer  in 
Massachusetts.  The  simplicity  and  low  cost  of  this  program 
are  its  advantages.  Drawbacks  are  the  potential  maintenance 
problems  with  the  truck,  the  relatively  small  loads  it  can 
handle,  and  the  high  level  of  volunteer  effort  required. 

•  Official  Participation  in  a  Neighboring 
Community's  Program  -  We  have  explored  the 
possibility  of  officially  participating  in  a  neighboring 
community's  recycling  program.  It  appears  that  the  benefits 
of  entering  into  such  an  agreement  would  be  outweighed  by 
the  drop  in  participation  resulting  from  the  extra  distance 
required  for  residents  to  transport  recyclables  to  the  out-of- 
town  site.  Only  half  of  those  responding  to  our 
questionnaire  indicated  they  would  be  willing  to  bring  their 
material  to  a  neighboring  community.  A  recent  hazardous 
material  collection  day  in  Portsmouth  sponsored  by  the  city, 
Greenland,  and  Rye  saw  only  seven  Greenland  residents 
drop  off  their  hazardous  material. 

To  help  offset  the  cost  of  a  recycling  program,  the 
Town  will  realize  a  savings  of  $57  for  each  ton  of  material 
recycled  and  not  sent  to  the  Lamprey  incinerator.  This  is 
known  as  the  avoided  tipping  fee.  Page  2  of  Attachment  (2) 
shows  that  up  to  $14,695  (based  on  60%  participation)  could 
be  saved  by  the  Town  through  avoided  tipping  fees. 
Experience  shows  however,  that  this  figure  overstates  the 
savings  somewhat.  In  Greenland's  case,  a  significant  number 
of  residents  are  presently  recycling  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  and 
therefore  some  of  the  total  annual  tipping  fee  is  already  being 
avoided. 
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Recommendations 

The  make-up  of  this  committee,  as  specified  by  the 
warrant  article  passed  last  March,  brought  together  a  group  of 
individuals  with  diverse  opinions  on  the  benefits  and  liabilities 
of  recycling.  While  the  following  recommendations  were 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  the  decisions  were 
not  unanimous. 

Recommendation  #1: 

Because  of  the  uncertainty  of  solid  waste  disjwsal 
options  available  after  1996,  the  committee  recommends  that  a 
proposed  recycling  plan  for  the  Town  be  limited  to  the  short 
term  between  now  and  1996.  Conceivably,  recycling  may  be 
an  integral  part  of  a  future  waste  disposal  agreement  the  Town 
enters  into  with  the  Lamprey  Cooperative  or  with  another  waste 
disposal  company.  If  not,  long  term  recycling  plans  can  then 
be  formulated  to  complement  the  future  solid  waste  disposal 
plans  agreed  upon. 

Recommendation  #2: 

The  Committee  recommends  the  Town  appropriate  a 
sum,  estimated  to  be  between  $15,000  and  $18,000  but  not  to 
exceed  $20,000,  to  establish  a  contract  for  one  year  with  a 
recycling  contractor  to  provide  a  mobile  recycling  drop-off 
program  once  per  month  for  voluntary  recycling.  The 
Committee  is  negotiating  with  recycling  contractors  for  such  a 
program  and  will  establish  a  fixed  price  with  the  best  offeree  to 
support  a  decision  on  a  recycling  warrant  article  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  contract  will  initially  call  for  a  manned  mobile 
drop-off  program  with  the  option  to  switch  to  a  more 
economical  unmanned  program  once  participants  and 
volunteers  are  well  versed  in  the  operation.  The  determination 
of  which  recyclables  will  be  included  in  the  program  will  be 
resolved  during  final  negotiations  and  will  be  based  on  the 
marketability  of  the  item.  Avoided  tipping  fees  as  a  result  of 
the  recycling  program  will  be  applied  to  offset  the  cost  of  this 
contract.  Due  to  the  congested  traffic  conditions  at  the  transfer 
station,  the  committee  recommends  the  drop-off  program  be 
located  at  the  Town  Office  complex. 

We  selected  the  drop-off  program  alternative  for 
several  reasons.  It  is  the  most  economical  alternative  for  the 
short  term  between  now  and  1996.  It  complements  well  the 
current  drop-off  system  in  place  at  the  transfer  station. 
Residents  can  bring  their  material  on  recycling  Saturdays  in 
much  the  same  fashion  as  they  currently  deal  with  their  trash. 
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The  flexibility  of  a  drop-off  program  allows  the  Town  to 
initially  begin  with  a  contractor  manned  facility  and  then 
progress  to  a  more  economical  unmanned  facility  staffed  by 
volunteers.  A  mobile  drop-off  program  that  disappears  after 
each  recycling  Saturday  eliminates  the  unsightliness  of  a 
permanent  facility  with  its  large  roll  off  containers  and  prevents 
vandalism  to  the  containers.  It  also  interfaces  well  with  the 
aluminum  can  collection  program  already  established  by  the 
Cub  Scouts. 

Recommendation  #3: 

Should  the  drop-off  program  outlined  above  be 
approved  at  Town  Meeting,  the  committee  recommends  the 
Town  establish  a  permanent  Recycling  Committee  to  implement 
and  manage  the  program.  For  continuity,  this  committee 
should  include  as  many  of  the  current  study  committee 
members  as  possible.  Functions  of  the  Recycling  Committee 
would  include  planning  and  implementing  publicity  and 
education  for  the  program,  establishing  a  network  of  volunteers 
to  assist  on  recycling  Saturdays,  and  evaluating  and  making  a 
recommendation  on  whether  or  not  to  continue  the  program  at 
the  end  of  one  year. 

Recommendation  #4: 

The  Committee  recommends  the  Town  establish  an 
additional  committee  to  be  activated  at  the  call  of  the  Town's 
representative  to  the  Lamprey  Cooperative.  This  committee 
would  coordinate  Greenland's  total  solid  waste  management 
plan  in  conjunction  with  future  waste  disposal  plans  proposed 
by  the  Lamprey  Cooperative  or  by  other  private  concerns. 

Conclusion 

The  Solid  Waste  Study  Committee  concludes  that 
recycling  is  logistically  and  economically  feasible  for  the  Town 
of  Greenland.  For  the  expected  negligible  difference  between 
the  cost  of  a  drop-off  recycling  program  and  avoided  tipping 
fees,  the  Town  can  maximize  the  reuse  of  recyclable  material 
and  minimize  the  waste  of  valuable  natural  resources  —  goals 
advocated  by  a  majority  of  Greenland  households. 
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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Greenland  has  a  wide  variety  of  mosquito 
breeding  area  habitats.  This  season,  we 
concentrated  our  efforts  on  controlling 
mosquito  development  in  stagnant  waters  of 
saltmarshes,  red  maple  swamps,  woodland 
pools,  roadside  ditches,  flooded  fields  and 
marshes.  We  primarily  utilized  a  bacterial 
insecticide  that  is  a  parasite  of  mosquito 
larvae.  It  was  very  effective  whenever 
applied  to  breeding  areas.  There  are  new 
biological  insecticides  available  that  we 
will  investigate.  They  are  very  specific  to 
mosquito  ] arvae  and  have  minimal  or  no  effect 
on  non-target  organisms. 

The  spring  of  1991  was  exceptionally  dry. 
Many  wooded  snowmelt  swamps  produced  little 
mosquito  breeding.  The  saltmarshes  flooded 
consistently  during  the  summer  requiring  much 
time  and  effort  to  control.  Hurricane  Bob 
paid  us  a  visit  leaving  over  seven  inches  of 
rainwater.  The  mosquito  breeding  that 
followed  was  unprecedented.  Many  of  the 
breeding  areas  that  only  have  mosquito 
development  in  the  spring  were  found  to  have 
development  following  the  hurricane  in 
August. 

We  have  scheduled  a  number  of  improvements 
for  1992.  A  small  hovercraft  vehicle  will  be 
used  to  traverse  large  wetland  areas.  This 
will  enable  us  to  complete  our  work  with 
increased  efficiency.  The  hovercraft  is  small 
and  floats  on  an  eight  inch  cushion  of  air 
that  prevents  any  damage  to  vegetation.  The 
hovercraft  will  not  be  purchased  with  town 
funds.  The  commission  also  plans  to  aid  in 
the  construction  and  design  of  greenhead  fly 
traps.  When  placed  on  saltmarshes  these  traps 
collect   flies  as  they  emerge  from  the   turf. 
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No   insecticides   are   involved.  The  budget 

committee   has   offered   some  excellent 

suggestions  on  how  to  construct  the  traps 
with  volunteer  labor. 

If  a  property  owner  suspects  mosquito 
breeding  in  stagnant  waters  on  his  or  her 
property,  the  mosquito  control  commission 
will  investigate  upon  request.  All  large 
breeding  areas  of  the  town  have  been 
identified  already  but  there  may  be  smaller 
areas  that  should  be  brought  to  our 
attention.  Let's  work  together  to  minimize 
the  mosquito  menace!

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  held  regular 
meetings  throughout  the  year  on  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM  in  the 
Greenland  Town  hall.  Members  were  Frank  Graf, 
Chairperson,  Alison  Brackett,  VP,  Adele  Wick, 
Sec,  Cici  Underwood,  member,  and  John  Weeks, 
member . 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the 
Conservation  Commission  attended  a  school 
board  meeting  to  provide  information 
concerning  the  aquifer  protection  ordinance 
in  relation  to  school  expansion.  In  the 
spring  of  1991,  the  town  planner  attended  our 
meeting  to  assist  the  board  in  its 
understanding  of  town  and  state  regulations 
in  reference  to  wetlands  and  wetlands 
development.  During  the  summer  of  1991,  the 
board  discussed  projects  such  as  hiking 
trails  along  the  Winnicut  in  the  area  of  the 
Weeks  Brickhouse  land  easement.

Improvement  of  the  presentation  of  the  town 
from  the  highways,  including  beautif ication 
of  the  traffic  islands  on  Route  101,  and 
improvements  in  the  park  lands  were 
discussed.  No  specific  action  has  been 
undertaken  in  those  areas.  In  October,  and 
into  the  new  year,  the  commission  studied  the 
gas  pipeline  expansion  proposal  and  provided 
a  report  of  this  study  to  the  planning  board. 
A  modification  of  the  aguifer  recharge  area 
in  accordance  with  current  technical  studies 
was  reviewed  and  endorsed. 

The  commission  appointed  two  representatives 
to  the  recycling  committee:  Adele  Wick  from 
the  Conservation  Commission,  and  David 
Bellantone  from  the  community  at  large.  The 
commission  also  appointed  member  Frank  Graf 
to  the  Airport  Advisory  Commission.  The 
Conservation  Commission  heard  reports  of  the 
recycling  committee  and  the  airport  advisory 
commission  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  GREENLAND ' S  REPRESENTATIVE 

TO  THE  PEASE  AIRPORT  PART  150 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

In  early  1991  the  Pease  Development  Authority 
(PDA)  decided  to  conduct  an  FAA  Part  150 
Study  for  the  Pease  Airport.  During  April  and 
May   the   PDA   solicited   Reguests     for 


consultants  to  conduct  the  study.  At  the  same 
time  the  PDA  defined  the  entities  that  would 
make  up  the  Part  150  Advisory  Committee  and 
solicited  the  names  of  representatives  from 
those  entities.  In  May,  the  Selectmen 
submitted  my  name  as  Greenland's 
representative . 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Pease  Airport  Part 
150  Advisory  Committee  was  held  on  June  27, 
1991.  At  the  first  meeting  I  was  appointed 
chairman  by  Henry  Powers,  PDA  Chairman. 

The  first  task  for  the  Advisory  Committee  was 
to  select  a  consultant  to  conduct  the  study. 
There  were  five  consultants  that  repsponded 
to  the  PDA's  call  for  RFQ ' s .  The  firm  of 
Flight  Transportation  Associates  of 
Cambridgte,  Massachusetts  was  selected  by  the 
Advisory  Committee  and  that  selection  was 
approved  by  the  PDA. 

The  Part  150  study  for  Pease  Airport  is 
unique.  Normally  a  Part  150  study  is 
conducted  at  an  operating  airport  with  a 
significant  number  of  flights  which  form  the 
baseline  conditions  for  the  study  of  noise, 
operations  and  procedure.  In  the  case  of 
Pease,  the  only  traffic  consists  primarily  of 
the  10  KC-135E's  of  the  Air  National  Guard 
and  a  limited  amount  of  civiliam  general 
aviation  aircraft. 

At  this  time  the  Advisory  Committee  is 
working  with  the  consultant  to  define  the 
Scope  of  Work  for  the  study.  When  completed 
the  Scope  of  Work  is  submitted  to  the  FAA  for 
approval  and  funding.  When  both  are  received 
the  study  can  begin.  At  this  time  there  is  no 
firm  date  for  submitting  the  Scope  of  Work  to 
the  FAA  for  approval  because  the  submission 
for   funding  must  be  made  by  the   civilian 
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airport  sponsor.  At  this  time  the  Air  Force 
still  owns  and  controls  the  Pease  Airport  and 
there  is  no  firm  date  for  conveyance  to  the 
PDA. 

Once  the  study  commences  there  are  provisions 
for  public  meetings  and  newsletters  to  keep 
the  citizens  of  the  affected  area  informed  of 
the  progress  and  to  receive  input  from  the 
public.  I  urge  you  to  attend  the  public 
meetings .

ARTICLE  3.  It  was  moved  by  Jane  Gouzoules, 
seconded  by  Rebecca  Thompson  and  VOTED  IN  THE 
AFFIRMATIVE  BY  VOICE  VOTE,  to  see  if  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $20,000  (twenty  thousand  dollars) 
as  a  contingency  fund  as  provided  under  RSA 
198:4-b. 

ARTICLE  4.  It  was  moved  by  John  Wolfe, 
seconded  by  Philip  Rowe  and  VOTED  IN  THE 
AFFIRMATIVE  BY  VOICE  VOTE,  to  see  if  the 
district  will  vote  to  ratify  the  financial 
terms  of  the  collective  bargaining  agreement 
reached  between  the  Greenland  School  Board 
and  the  Association  of  Coastal 
Teachers/Greenland,  which  calls  for  a  2%  (two 
percent)  increase  in  the  salary  and  benefits 
for  the  1991/92  fiscal  year  and  a  3%  (three 
percent)  increase  in  salary  and  benefits  for 
the  1992/93  fiscal  year  is  $29,513  (twenty 
nine  thousand  five  hundred  thirteen  dollars), 
and  the  estimated  additional  cost  for  the 
1992/93  fiscal  year  is  $35,080  (thirty-five 
thousand  eighty  dollars).  Mr.  Durgin 
explained  why  this  article  was  included  in 
the  warrant. 

ARTICLE  5.  It  was  moved  by  Jane  Gouzoules, 
seconded  by  John  Wolfe  and  VOTED  IN  THE

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salaries,  for  obligations  for  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sura,  as  are  estimated 
to  be  received  together  with  other  income, 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation  which  balance  is  to  be  raised 
by  taxes  by  the  town. 

ARTICLE  6.  It  was  announced  that  a  handout  of 
the  Space  Committee's  progress  was  available. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting  was  made  by 
Philip  Rowe,  seconded  by  John  Sammel.  MOTION 
PASSED  IN  THE  AFFIRMATIVE  BY  VOICE  VOTE.  The 
meeting  adjourned  at  8:20  PM.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Daniel  C.  Durgin 
January,  19  92 

The  philosophy  of  SAU  50,  written  several 
years  ago,  is  framed  and  hangs  prominently  in 
the  SAU  office.  It  reads:  "We  in  School 
Administrative  Unit  50  will  endeavor  to  meet 
the  needs  of  students  of  various  levels  of 
potential  and  ability  in  order  to  develop  in 
those  students  academic  and  social  skills, 
confidence,  flexibility  and  independence  of 
thought  and  action."  Embodied  in  this 
philosophy  is  a  charge  that  requires  a 
serious  commitment  from  every  staff  member. 

We  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  our 
instructional  program  is  under  continual 
scrutiny.  Each  year,  a  difference  discipline 
is  reviewed  by  an  SAU-wide  committee.  The 
curriculum  is  rewritten  where  necessary  and 
text  books  and  materials  are  updated. 

The  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Committee, 
chaired  by  Newington  Public  School  Principal, 
Richard  Michaels,  will,  shortly,  conclude  two 
years  of  work.  The  work  consisted  of  a  review 
of  our  current  program  and  recommendations 
for  modifications  in  our  existing  curriculum 
as  well  as  text  and  materials  acquisition 
consistent  with  the  program. 

Science  and  science  instruction  continues  to 
be  a  focus.  During  the  1989/90  school  year,  a 
course  was  offered  which  was  designed  to 
strengthen  classroom  teachers'  skills  in  the 
teaching  of  science.  Expanding  on  the  work 
that  has  been  done  over  the  past  two  years,  a 
second  course  for  teachers  will  be  offered 
this  spring.  The  specific  design  of  this 
course  is  being  planned.  As  with  the  previous 
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course,  it  will  be  taught  by  Rye  Junior  High 
Science  Teacher,  Kelvin  Dalton.  A  large 
number  of  teachers  have  expressed  interest. 

Several  years  ago  school  districts  in  SAU  50 
became  the  first  in  the  state  to  adopt  and 
implement  a  comprehensive  health  curriculum 
taught  from  kindergarten  to  grade  8 .  A 
broadly  based  committee  worked  for  18  months 
before  adopting  the  Health  Skills  for  Life 
Program. 

At  the  time  of  adoption  (1988/89)  Health 
Skills  for  Life  did  not  address  the  disease, 
AIDS.  Believing  that  AIDS  instruction  is  a 
critically  important  component  for  any  health 
program,  SAU  50  formed  a  subcommittee  to 
develop  an  AIDS  curriculum  that  would  be 
responsive  to  the  learning  needs  of  our 
students  while  treating  this  sensitive 
subject  in  a  way  acceptable  to  parents.  After 
a  relatively  short  period  of  concentrated 
effort,  the  subcommittee.  Chaired  by 
Greenland  Central  School  Principal,  Carl 
Wood,  developed  a  program  which  was  presented 
to  and  subsequently  approved  by  the  school 
boards.  The  AIDS  curriculum  has  been  in  use 
in  our  classrooms  for  over  three  years  and  we 
believe  has  provided  students  with  the  proper 
information  at  the  appropriate  time. 

As  an  indicator  of  the  effectiveness  and 
success  of  the  AIDS  curriculum,  the  New 
England  School  Development  Council,  a 
regional  service  providing  consortium,  asked 
SAU  50  to  conduct  a  workshop  on  how  to  teach 
about  AIDS  for  staff  from  other  school 
districts .  The  workshop  was  held  in  Greenland 
on  January  30,  1991,  and  was  deemed  highly 
successful  by  all  those  who  attended. 

Ongoing  training  for  all  staff  is   essential 
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to  assure  the  best  possible  instruction  and 
SAU  50 's  Staff  Development  Committee  is 
dedicated  to  this  end.  SAU  50  has  a  very- 
active  and  capable  Staff  Development 
Committee  which  is  responsible  for  assessing 
the  needs  and  planning  and  developing 
professional  growth  activities  for  staff.  The 
committee  has  representation  from  each  school 
and  meets  monthly,  or  more  freguently  when 
necessary.  It  has  recently  planned  and 
organized  programs  on  learning 
styles/teaching  strategies,  foreign  language 
and  interdisciplinary  teaching,  which  is  a 
teaching  technique  that  ties  together  various 
subject  areas  into  an  integrated 
instructional  unit.  The  committee  has  a 
shared  responsibility  philosophy  which 
results  in  a  total  commitment  from  each 
member . 

After  beginning  a  slow  decline  in  the  early 
1980s,  the  student  population  of  SAU  50 ' s 
towns  has  leveled  off  and  is  beginning  to 
gradually  increase.  Greenland  is  experiencing 
the  most  noticeable  growth  in  its  student 
population  which  has  prompted  the  school 
board  in  that  community  to  propose  an 
addition  to  the  existing  facility  creating 
classroom  space  as  well  as  reallocation  of 
space  in  the  administrative  area.  The  vote  to 
approve  the  addition  will  take  place  at  the 
March,  1992,  annual  school  district  meeting. 

As  staff  members,  we  all  work  daily  to 
develop  in  the  children  that  we  serve  the 
qualities  and  skills  that  are  implied  in  our 
philosophy  and  the  key  to  total  achievement 
of  our  mission  is  to  enlist  the  involvement 
of  parents  and  to  form  a  successful 
partnership  between  home  and  school.  One  of 
the  most  important  responsibilities  that 
parents   have  is  to  show  their  children  that 
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they  truly  value  learning.  There  are  many 
ways  that  this  can  be  accomplished,  including 
the  following: 

-  Be  certain  your  child  sees  you  writing  and 
reading. 

-  Provide  a  conversation  time,  perhaps  at 
meals,  where  the  family  can  practice 
polite  listening  and  taking  turns. 

-  Make  up  stories,  songs,  and  games  with 
your  children. 

-  Show  you  are  really  listening  by  giving 
your  child  your  full  attention. 

-  Practice  reading,  mathematics  and  writing 
skills  with  your  child  in  your  daily 
routine.  This  can  occur  during  many  house- 
hold activities  such  as  cooking,  shopping 
or  doing  other  daily  work. 

-  Have  a  library  card  and  take  trips  to  the 
library.  Ask  school  and  community  libra- 
rians for  recommended  reading  lists. 

-  Review  literature  about  education  and 
child  development. 

You  are  encouraged  to  contact  your  child's 
school  to  discuss  his/her  education  and  to 
discuss  ways  that  we  can  work  together  to 
provide  the  best  possible  education  for  all 
children. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

During  the  1990/91  school  year  (Sept.  '90  to 
June  '91)  the  enrollment  at  Greenland  Central 
School  continued  to  grow.  School  opened  in 
September  of  1990  with  282  students.  A  year 
later  (Sept.  '91)  there  were  309  students 
enrolled,  an  increase  of  27  students.  Space 
remains  a  major  concern.  Two  classrooms  are 
substandard  in  size.  When  two  divisions  of 
the  same  grade  occur,  students  cannot  be 
proportioned  evenly  due  to  these  smaller 
classrooms.  In  addition  there  will  be  another 
junior  high  school  class  added  in  Sept.  92. 
This  will  make  two  divisions  of  grade  six, 
seven,  and  eight. 

Curriculum  Development:  The  new  school  year 
brought  a  new  reading  program  to  the  students 
in  grades  K-6.  The  staff  spent  two  years 
evaluating  the  reading  program.  There  was  a 
majority  decision  to  continue  with  a 
phonetically  skill  based  program.  The  new 
program  is  also  literature  based,  which  means 
that  the  students  receive  skill  instruction 
through  the  use  of  guality  and  classical 
literature.  The  staff  was  careful  to 
recommend  to  the  School  Board  a  whole 
language  program  that  maintained  the  basic 
skills.  The  new  program  will  be  placed  in 
grades  7  &  8  in  September  19  92. 

Greenland  Central  School  continues  to  be  a  NH 
State  leader  in  Comprehensive  Health  and  AIDS 
instruction. 

What  next?  The  staff  has  begun  to  review  the 
Social  Studies  Curriculum.  Plans  call  for 
recommendations  to  be  presented  to  the  School 
Board  in  June. 
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NH  State-Wide  Testing  Program;  For  a  number 
of  years  the  State  of  NH  has  participated  in 
a  state-wide  testing  program  (California 
Achievement  Tests)  that  compares  4th  and  8th 
grade  Greenland  students  with  NH  students  in 
the  same  grades.  The  Greenland  4th  grade 
students  were  compared  to  students  in  147 
school  districts.  The  Greenland  eighth  grade 
students  were  compared  to  students  in  120  NH 
schools.  Prior  to  taking  the  California 
Achievement  Test,  a  cognitive  test  is  given 
which  assesses  the  students'  aptitude  and 
reasoning  abilities.  The  results  of  this 
testing  indicate  a  district's  potential 
achievement.  In  ALL  cases  the  Grade  Four 
students  tested  from  one  (1)  to  twenty-three 
(23)  percentile  points  higher  in  reading, 
language,  mathematics,  science  and  social 
studies.  Additionally,  in  ALL  cases,  the 
eighth  grade  students  tested  from  twenty  (20) 
to  twenty-six  (26)  percentile  points  higher 
in  reading,  language,  mathematics,  science, 
and  social  studies. 

Extra  Curriculum  Activities :  The  following 
activities  continue  to  be  offered:  soccer, 
field  hockey,  softball,  baseball,  basketball, 
track,  and  intrumurals,  grades  5-8.  Dances, 
yearbooks,  and  Olympics  of  the  Mind  are  also 
offered. 

Building  Maintenance;  The  Greenland  School 
Board  continues  to  maintain  the  school. 
Careful  planning  and  prioritizing  of 
maintenance  needs  is  continuously  done  by 
them  as  a  Board.  During  the  summer  of  1991, 
the  following  was  accomplished; 

1.  An  additional  bay  of  windows,  in  keeping 
with  the  architecture,  was  placed  in  the 
back  of  the  stone  building. 

2.  Complete  renovation  to  four  classrooms. 
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hallways,  bathrooms,  and  teachers'  room 
was  accomplished. 

3.  An  unexpected  replacement  of  the  water 
main  from  Post  Rd.  took  place  in  order  to 
provide  increased  water  pressure.  The 
size  of  the  pipe  was  increased  from  1  1/2" 
to  4 "  . 

4.  The  exterior  of  the  cement  blocks  in  the 
middle  and  back  sections  of  the  building 
was  painted. 

5.  Electrical  work  (lighting)  in  cafeteria, 
classrooms,  and  hallways. 

6.  Ceiling  replacements. 

7.  Striping  of  the  parking  lot. 

The  unexpected  wind  storm  in  August  badly 
damaged  the  playground.  Seventeen  trees  were 
toppled.  Pace  Tree  Service  did  an  excellent 
job  cleaning  off  the  debris.

Portsmouth  High  School  continues  to  pride 
itself  on  meeting  the  needs  of  a  diverse 
population  through  a  wide  array  of 
educational  opportunities . 

These  include  programs  for  the  handicapped, 
fine  arts  offerings,  a  vocational  center,  a 
health  center,  and  honors  and  advanced 
placement  (college  level)  courses  in  all  the 
major  subject  areas,  plus  an  excellent  co- 
curricula  program.  We  are  fortunate  that  in 
this  time  of  economic  difficulty  and  reduced 
enrollment,  the  communities  which  Portsmouth 
High  School  serve  continue  to  support  a 
comprehensive  curriculum. 

One  of  our  primary  goals  this  year  is  to 
improve  communication  with  parents.  In 
addition  to  our  annual  Open  House,  monthly 
meetings  have  been  initiated  which  are  open 
to  all.  At  these  meetings,  we  discuss  school 
issues,  educational  programs,  and  teen 
issues . 

We  have  also  taken  steps  to  reduce  the  number 
of  ability  levels  offered  in  reguired 
courses.  Beginning  this  year  with  the 
freshmen  class,  we  have  eliminated  the 
'general'  level  in  both  English  and  social 
studies.  By  increasing  our  expectations  for 
these  students,  we  believe  they  will  be 
better  prepared  for  the  future. 

Next  fall,  a  team  of  fourteen  educators  from 
the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  Colleges  will  spend  three  days  at 
Portsmouth  High  School  evaluating  our 
programs,    staffing,   and   facilities.    The 
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recommendations  of  this  committee  will 
determine  our  accreditation  status  for  the 
next  10  years.  I  am  confident  that  the 
results  of  this  evaluation  will  be  very- 
positive. 

GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR  REPORT 

This  year  culminates  my  three  year 
involvement  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Comprehensive  Guidance  and  Counseling 
Program.  The  end  result  of  this  project  is  a 
written  guidance  plan  which  is  available  for 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education's 
review  process  which  verifies  that  K-8 
schools  are  meeting  the  Minimum  Standards  for 
New  Hampshire  Public  Elementary  School 
Approval,  K-8  under  Section  Ed.  308.4. 

Many  components  have  gone  into  the 
development  of  this  plan.  In  the  first  year, 
I  completed  a  time  and  task  analysis  and 
carried  out  a  needs  assessment  with  parents 
and  teachers.  Once  the  areas  of  concern  were 
identified,  I  developed  curriculum  to  address 
these  areas.  Last  year  I  conducted  an 
evaluation  of  the  guidance  program  with 
teachers  and  eighth  grade  students.  All  of 
this  was  a  tremendous  amount  of  work,  but  it 
has  set  an  excellent  framework  in  which  to 
provide  the  best  possible  guidance  services. 
Anyone  wishing  to  review  this  written 
guidance  plan  is  welcome  to  contact  me. 

Here  at  Greenland  Central  School,  many 
guidance  services  are  offered.  I  provide 
student  counseling  on  an  individual  basis, 
consult  with  teachers  and  parents  while 
providing  classroom  instruction  for  eleven 
units  of  our  health  curriculum.  I  continue  to 
serve  as  chairperson  of  our  Special  Services 
Team  and   case  manager  for  all   our   special 
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needs  students. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  the  health 
curriculum,  I  also  taught  a  unit  on  Child 
Abuse  Prevention  for  Grades  1  and 
Kindergarten.  I  also  lectured  to  the  eighth 
grade  students  on  Living  with  Disabled  Person 
and  Growing  U^  In  An  Alcoholic  Family.  During 
the  second  half  of  this  year,  I  will  be 
offering  a  support  group  for  students  in 
Grades  3-5  called  Families  In  Transition.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

I  am  once  again  pleased  to  be  part  of  the 
Greenland  Central  School  staff.  The  1991/92 
school  year  has  already  started  out  to  be 
very  busy  and  interesting. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  NH 
Immunization  Law  regarding  measles  vaccine. 
As  of  Aug.  1,  1991,  two  doses  of  measles 
virus  vaccine  are  now  required  of  all 
students  prior  to  entry  into  7th  grade.  Up 
until  this  time  only  one  dose  was  required. 
Notices  were  sent  home  in  April,  1991,  to  all 
parents  who  had  children  entering  7th  grade 
in  September,  1991.  This  requirement  has  been 
met  by  all  our  7th  grade  students  and  has 
been  recorded  in  their  health  records . 

Sports  Physical  exams  were  done  on  9/10/91  by 
Dr.  William  Barbaresi  and  Dr.  Myra  Citrin. 
These  exams  were  available  to  all  students  in 
grades  5-8  who  planned  on  participating  in 
school  sports.  Forty-seven  exams  were  done. 

With  puppets  borrowed  from  the  American  Lung 
Association,  the  4th  grade  students  performed 
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skits  dealing  with  asthma,  pollution,  and 
smoking.  These  skits  were  performed  for  very 
interested  and  enthusiastic  2nd  graders.  I 
would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Battye ' s  4th  grade 
class  once  again  for  all  their  help. 

We  observed  "The  Great  American  Smoke-Out 
Day"  with  a  hallway  display  consisting  of 
posters,  pamphlets,  buttons,  stickers,  and  a 
"Conseguences  of  Smoking"  model  which 
graphically  depicts  the  effects  of  smoking  on 
the  lungs,  heart,  stomach,  etc. 

With  the  help  of  Mrs.  Norton,  all  students 
have  had  heights,  weights,  and  blood 
pressures  done  and  recorded. 

Annual  hearing  screenings  are  now  underway 
and  will  be  completed  at  the  end  of  January 
with  referrals  being  made  where  appropriate. 
Vision  screening  will  be  done  in  February  and 
March  and  grades  5-8  will  be  screened  for 
scoliosis  in  April  and  May. 

I  will  continue  to  assist  the  teachers  with 
their  Health  Skills  Units.  By  working 
together  we  can  all  contribute  to  our 
students'  physical,  emotional,  and  social 
well  being.

I  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Greenland,  New  Hampshire,  School  District  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1991,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
District's  management.  My  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion 
on  these  financial  statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  the  additional  standards  and  requirements  for 
financial  and  compliance  audits  as  set  forth  in  Standards  for  Audit 
of  Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities  and  Functions. 
Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free 
of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the 
financial  statements.
